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General  Information 

The  Winter  Quarter  of  the  West  Tennessee  State  Normal  School, 
session  of  1924-25,  will  open  Monday,  December  29,  1924-  The 
Spring  Quarter  will  open  on  Monday,  March  16,   1925. 

Students  entering  either  quarter  should  register  promptly  as  class 
work  will  begin  on  Tuesday  following  the  opening  day.  Students  for 
the  Winter  Quarter  should  register  on  the  opening  day.  Classes  will 
meet  on  Tuesday,  December  30th. 

Regular  courses  leading  to  the  Normal  School  certificate  and  diplomt 
art  offered  in  both  Winter  and  Spring  terms.  Many  of  these  courses 
are  beginning  courses  and  may  be  taken  by  new  students.  They  are 
described  in  this  bulletin  under  the  heading,  "Statement  of  Course  of 
Study"  New  students  are  advised  to  study  carefully  this  statement 
and  select  such  courses  as  they  may  desire  to  take. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  courses  noted  above  there  are  offered 
courses  in  the  teaching  of  particular  subjects  which  may  be  taken  to 
advantage  by  teachers  and  new  students  who  have  had  satisfactory 
content  courses  covering  the  same  ground.  There  is  also  offered  a 
review  course  in  elementary  school  subjects  which  will  cover  the  sub- 
ject matter  of  the  upper  grammar  school  grades.  In  this  course  both 
content  and  method  will  be  considered.  Teachers  of  elementary  schools 
will  find  this  course  well  adapted  to  their  needs. 

EXTENSION  COURSES 

In  order  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  teachers  in  service  the  Normal 
School  has  been  offering  for  some  years,  and  will  continue  to  offer, 
a  number  of  courses  scheduled  to  meet  at  convenient  hours  and  cover- 
ing all  phases  of  Normal  School  work.  These  extension  courses  will 
be  found  under  "Detailed  Statement  of  Courses  of  Study."  In  all  of 
these  courses  full  Normal  School  credit  is  given,  and  teachers  in  service 
have  an  opportunity  of  working  towards  a  Normal  School  diploma 
while  carrying  on  their  regular  work  of  instruction. 

ENTRANCE  REQUIREMENTS 

Two  years  of  high  school  credit  are  required  for  admission  to  any 
courses  in  the  Normal  School.  For  full  admission  to  the  regular  Normal 
School  courses,  leading  to  a  certificate  or  diploma,  graduation  from 
a  standard  four-year  high  school  with  at  least  fifteen  approved  units 
is  required. 

Teachers  twenty  one  years  of  age  may  be  admitted  and  allowed  to 
take  such  courses  as  their  previous  preparation  justifies,  provided  that 
before  qualifying  for  a  diploma  they  must  satisfy  all  entrance  require- 
ments. 

New  students  should  bring  their  high  schol  diploma  or  a  certified 
statement  of  their  high  school  record. 
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NORMAL  TRAINING   SCHOOL 

The  splendid  new  building  erected  for  a  Training  School  which  was 
completed  last  year  is  now  in  full  operation.  A  complete  eight-grade 
elementary  school  is  being  run  and  offers  an  opportunity  for  observation 
of  all  elementary  school  work.  Eight  full  time  teachers  are  employed, 
with  special  work  in  home  economics  and  manual  training  for  elementary 
schools  carried  on  in  the  regular  Normal  School  class  rooms- 

DORMITORIES  AND  DINING   HALL 

The  Normal  School  maintains  a  magnificent  dormitory  for  women 
known  as  Mynders'  Hall,  containing  105  rooms  and  capable  of  accom- 
modating about  200  students.  It  also  maintains  a  modern,  fire-proof 
building  for  men,  which  contains  fifty  double  bed  rooms,  a  commodious 
assembly  hall  and  all  modern  conveniences. 

The  dining  hall  is  capable  of  taking  care  of  the  entire  student  body. 
It  is  large,  well  lighted  and  admirably  adapted  to  the  purposes  for  which 
it  was  constructed. 

SOCIAL  AND  RELIGIOUS  ACTIVITIES 

The  students  of  the  West  Tennessee  State  Normal  School  carry  on 
four  literary  societies,  two  for  young  women  and  two  for  young  men. 
An  active  Y.  W.  C.  A-  is  operated,  under  whose  auspices  are  held  daily 
prayer  services  and  a  vesper  service  each  Sunday  afternoon. 

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  AND  TRAINING 

Athletic  teams  in  foot  ball,  baseball,  basket  ball  and  track  are  or- 
ganized and  furnish  excellent  opportunity  for  intensive  physical  training. 
In  addition  to  these  special  teams,  regular  class  work  in  physical  edu- 
cation and  training  is  carried  on  and  required  of  all  students  during 
the  Winter  and  Spring  terms  unless  excused  on  account  of  disability. 
Special  emphasis  is  put  on  play  ground  supervision  and  physical  activi- 
ties for  elementary  schools. 

EXPENSES 

There  are  no  tuition  charges  to  students  who  are  residents  of 
Tennessee.  Non-residents  pay  $20.00  for  each  of  the  three  quarters- 
All  students  pay  a  Registration  fee  of  S3. 00  and  a  Student  Activity 
fee  of  $2.00  each  quarter.

A  breakage  fee  of  51.00  is  required  of  all  students.  This  fee  is 
charged  only  one  time  per  session,  being  payable  when  the  student 
first  enters  the  institution. 

Students  will  be  held  responsible  for  damage  done  by  them  to 
buildings,  furniture,  apparatus  or  other  property.  In  case  responsibili- 
ty for  damage  cannot  be  fixed,  the  cost  will  be  distributed  among  the 
students  concerned. 

ROOMS 

There  are  a  few  single  rooms  in  the  dormitories  and  a  few  others 

capable    of   accommodating   three    students,    but    in    general   only   two 

students  occupy  a  room. 

Single   rooms   are   rented   for   $2.50   per   week- 
Rooms  are  rented  by  the  quarter  and  no  deduction  will  be  made  for 

absence  during  the  quarter. 

No  reduction  will  be  made  in  board  for  absence  except  in  case  of 

extreme  and  continued  illness.

WHAT  THE  STUDENTS  FURNISH 

Students  rooming  in  the  dormitories  should  bring  the  following 
articles:  towels,  bed  linen,  blankets,  and  a  pillow.  Students  living  in 
the  dormitories  will  be  required  to  keep  their  own  rooms  in  order, 
and  the  matron  will  make  daily  inspection. 

NORMAL  SCHOOL  TO  BECOME  TEACHERS'   COLLEGE 

Beginning  with  the  year  1925-6  the  State  Normal  School  will  offer 
a  four-year  college  course-  Action  to  this  effect  was  taken  by  the 
State  Board  of  Education  at  a  meeting  in  Nashville  on  November  8,  1924. 
The  resolution  passed  by  the  Board  provides  that  after  the  current  year 
graduation  from  a  four-year  high  school  will  be  required  for  uncon- 
ditional entrance  to  the  Normal  Schools,  and  that  the  course  of  study 
will  cover  four  years  of  nine  months  each  and  will  consist  of  work  of 
standard  teachers'  college  type. 

Teachers  in  service  who  may  not  be  able  to  offer  four-year  high 
school  credit  for  entrance  will  continue  to  be  admitted  to  the  Normal 
School  and  allowed  to  pursue  such  courses  as  they  may  be  prepared 
to  take. 

This  is  the  most  advanced  step  taken  by  the  governing  authorities 
of  the  Normal  Schools  since  their  establishment  in  1909.  When  these 
schools  were  started  they  required  only  the  completion  of  the  ele- 
mentary school  for  entrance  and  gave  a  full  four-year  high  school 
course.  Since  that  time  high  schools  have  multiplied  in  Tennessee  and 
every  county  has  one  or  more  standard  four-year  high  schools-  The 
high  school  situation  has  developed  so  rapidly  that  several  years  ago 
the  State  legislature  passed  an  act  requiring  two  years  high  school 
work  for  entrance  to  the  Normal  Schools,  and  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion has  now  concluded  that  the  time  has  arrived  to  discontinue  high 
school  work  in  the  Normal  Schools  altogether  and  to  limit  their  in- 
struction   to   college    courses. 

This  does  not  mean  any  change  in  the  policy  or  aims  of  the  Normal 
Schools.  They  are  professional  institutions  designed  solely  to  prepare 
teachers,  and  in  their  enlarged  work  they  will  continue  to  train  not 
only  teachers  for  elementary  schools,  but  principals,  supervisors  and 
teachers  qualified  to  do  first  class  high  school  work. 
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The  action  of  the  State  Board  is  in  keeping  with  the  policy  of  the 
most  progressive  states.  During  the  last  decade  scores  of  Normal 
Schools  have  been  concerted  into  teachers'  colleges,  these  changes 
having  been  especially  noticeable  in  the  states  surrounding  Tennessee — 
Kentucky,  Virginia,  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  Mississippi, 
Louisiana,   Arkansas,   Texas,   Missouri   and   Oklahoma. 

The  faculty,  student  body  and  alumni  of  the  West  Tennessee  Normal 
School  are  gratified  at  the  action  of  the  Board  and  are  enthusiastic 
concerning  the  future  development  of  the  school.  They  believe  that 
the  interest  in  the  Normal  School  will  be  greatly  stimulated,  that  the 
new  course  of  instruction  will  appeal  to  an  increasing  number  of 
high  school  graduates  desiring  an  opportunity  to  get  a  college  educa- 
tion at  moderate  cost  near  home,  and  will  enlarge  the  services  which 
the  Normal  School  is  rendering  to  its  section  of  the  State. 

These  results  should  follow,  for  education  is  offering  to  ambitious 
youth  a  career  which  is  growing  more  and  more  inviting.  School 
terms  are  increasing,  larger  and  better  schools  are  being  built;  element- 
ary schools  are  being  improved,  and  high  schools  are  increasing  in 
number  and  usefulness.  Other  educational  activities — playground  work 
in  cities  and  club  life  among  boys  and  girls  in  the  country — demand 
trained  leadership  and  call  for  educated  men  and  women  to  give  them 
direction-  Salaries  are  increasing,  more  attractive  positions  at  the 
top  of  the  ladder  are  being  opened,  and  opportunities  for  advancement 
are  within  the  reach  of  those  prepared. 

Education  furnishes  a  fine  field  for  service.  Here  is  the  place 
of  the  greatest  need  and  here  earnest,  consecrated  young  men  and 
women  may  find  a  place  worthy  of  their  best  efforts.  Hundreds  of 
ready  made  positions  are  open  in  the  educational  field  where  trained 
teachers  may  find  their  place;  and  for  the  heroic  youth  of  the  State, 
with  the  pioneer  spirit,  who  fear  no  difficulties  and  covet  only  an  op- 
portunity, there  are  situations  where  they  may  build  a  school  and  a 
community  that  will  be  a  monument  to  their  efforts  and  bring  them 
enduring  success.
